At D.C. meeting 


Mayor James C. Stewart and 
several key members of his 
administration personally carried 
the needs and concerns of the City of 
Romulus to members of Congress 
and President Carter’s 
Administration last week. 

The Romulus delegation was 
among 2,400 mayors, council 
members and city officials who 
attended the National League of 
Cities (NLC) held at the 
Washington, D.C. Hilton Hotel. 
Romulus belongs to the NLC, the 
nation’s largest organization of 
municipal governments, 
representing some 15,000 cities 
across the country. 

The annual conference is designed 
to bring municipal officials together 
with representatives of the federal 
government during the policy- 
making process. 

Highest on the League’s 
legislative priority list this year is 
reenactment of the Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
Program, with increased spending 
to $4 billion. 

In 1974, the CDBG program 
replaced several catagorical grant 
programs with a single fund, which 
is scheduled to expire on September 
30, 1977. President Carter’s budget 
proposes an extension of the 
program for three years and 
increased funding of $500 million 
over President Ford’s budget 
proposal, to a level of $4 billion. 

Romulus Community 
Development Director, Stephen 
Bonczek and his assistant, Eugene 
Yagley, who accompanied the 
mayor to the conference, have been 
closely involved with the block 
grant program, having obtained 
$314,000 over the past two years in 
aid to Romulus. 

Among the projects funded 
through block grant funds in 
Romulus are the Meadows 
Neighborhood Center, the Loan and 
Grants Rehabilitation program, the 
Neighborhood Conservation and 
Restoration program, the Wayne- 
Beverly Neighborhood Center, 
funding for the Romulus Eager 
Beaver’s, family neighborhood 
services, mental health counseling 
for the elderly, and planning 
activities. 

Bonczek and Yagley heard such 
Carter administration 
representatives as: Juanita Kreps, 
secretary of commerce, Ray 
Marshall, Secretary of Labor, 
Patricia Harris, secretary of (HUD) 
and Bert Lance, director of the 
Office of Management and Budget. 
When not attending formal sessions, 
Bonczek and Yagley met with HUD, 
Dept, of Labor and Law 
Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) officials in 
order to obtain up-to-date guidelines 
and current information for the 
maintenance of federal programs 
administered by their department 

Bonczek felt the trip was very 
valuable. 

“I was appraised of new 
developments in various federal 
programs, especially the local 
public works program and its’ effect 
on the City.” 

Covering the other side of the 
legislative process, Mayor Stewart 
and other members of the Michigan 
delegation, met with Michigan 
Senators, Donald Riegle (D) and 
Robert Griffin (R), to advise the 
lawmakers about their concerns as 
city officials. 

The mayor also talked with 
several key Congressmen from 


negotiate 2-year salary settlements 
with school teachers and other 
employees. 

Last year, voters rejected a 5-year 
five mill increase by a 3-1 margin in 
June. But in September, the 
proposal was edged by a 3-2 vote and 
now Garfield believes the millage 
has a good chance to pass. 

“Everywhere we’ve gone to 
present the facts to the people, there 
has been a real responsive attitude 
on their part,” Garfield said. “It has 
been much more responsive than 
last fall and they are listening to 
what we have to say.” 

Garfield said he was happy the 


Michigan, who are actively involved 
in writing urban legislation through 
their various committee 
assignments. 

Among the top NLC concerns 
mentioned by the mayors at these 
meetings, was a call for increased 
spending for public works, 
reenactment of the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA), housing, mass transit, 
energy and crime control. 

Elected city officials generally 
agreed that, on balance President 
Carter’s revisions to F esirieni 
Ford’s national budget, rate high 
marks for effort on urban affairs 

Bert Lance, Carter’s budget 
expert, told the assembled city 
officials that changes to the 1978 
budget have been few, because there 
has been too little time since the 
inauguration — about one month — 
to shift priorities dramatically. He 
promised future budgets will reflect 
more closely the new 
administration’s outlook. 

The following is a brief 
comparison of some of the priorities 
on NLC’s urban action agenda and 
Carter’s budget revisions: 

THE NATIONAL ECONOMY — 
NLC called for an additional $3.5 
billion in public works grants under 
Title 1 of the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1976 within a $10 
billion economic stimulus and jobs 
program. President Carter’s 
economic stimulus package contains 
$4 billion in public works spending 
this year within a two-year $31.2 
billion program. 

URBAN INCOME — According to 
the NLC, full employment and equal 
opportunities for jobs should be 
given first priority through the 
reenactment of CETA In contrast to 
the Ford budget, which called for a 
two-year phase-out of CETA’s public 
service jobs program. Carter seeks 
funding increases to raise 
significantly the level of jobs under 
Titles II and VI. 

PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT — 
Reenactment of the CDBG program 
with increased funds was proposed 
by NLC. Carter’s budget boosted 
HUD spending by $640 million to a 
total of $10.4 billion in 1978. 

ENERGY — NLC has called for a 
national energy policy that will 
reduce U.S. vulnerability to foreign 
price manipulations and balanced 
domestic energy supply and 
demand. Carter’s budget includes 
an increase of $244 million over 
Ford’s budget for energy 
conservation programs. Carter’s 
total energy budget is $8.7 billion, up 
$ 3 billion over Ford’s request. 

CRIME — A fresh assessment of 
the nature and causes of crime as 
well as its prevention and 
punishment was proposed by NLC 
Carter’s budget calls for an 
spending $3.76 billion for federal 
criminal justice efforts, an increase 
of $83 million over Ford’s budget 
proposal 

Mayor Stewart commented that 
the large attendance this year and 
NLCs “show of strength on the 
Hill,” should have a positive effect 
for cities on lawmakers and 
administration officials. 

“Often our national 
representatives overlook the 
practical problems of administering 
federal law's at the local level and 
need to be informed by personal 
meetings of this nature, in order to 
draft better laws or revise existing 
legislation,” Stewart said 


millage vote was being held on 
Saturday because it would give 
more people an opportunity to go to 
the polls.

all employees. Retirement costs to 
the school district is five percent of 
the employee’s wage or salary, an 
annual cost of $388,000.

unemployment benefits — a cost 
that has risen from $42,000 in 1974 to

Water rate increase 
passed, temporary

Many times it’s hard to get Romulus City Council to 
agree, but members voted last week to declare that a 
state of emergency exists in the water and sewer 
department. 

But it took two votes and some earnest pleading to pass 
that notion. 

Then the Council passed a resolution raising the water 
rates to $5.50 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

The productive night began when Councilwoman 
Beverly McAnally moved to authorize Mayor James 
Stewart and City Clerk Leonard Folmar to enter into a 
contract with Jones and Henry Engineers Ltd. of Toledo, 
O. for a rate analysis and study of the Water and Sewer 
Department not to exceed $12,000, unless authorized by 
Council. The motion was supported by William Oakley 
and received affirmation from Jimmie Raspberry, Joan 
Lee and Gerry Canejo. Robert Martin and Fred Block 
dissented 

After that motion passed, McAnally, supported by Lee, 
moved to declare a state of emergency in the Water and 
Sewer Dept. The motion read: 

“Whereas the water and sewer department has 
allegedly experienced gross inadequacies in its funding 
levels and these inadequacies have prevented the water 
department from meeting its obligations, and the failure 
to meet its ongoing obligations to the various vendors 
doing business with said department has caused said 
vendors to w ithdraw services and-or institute legal action 
aginst the city as a whole 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Romulus that in order to protect the public peace, 
health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the city, and 
by virtue of and pursuant to the foregoing a State of 
Emergency exist in the Water and Sewer Department.” 

Needing five votes to pass, the motion barely failed 
when Oakley, McAnally, Lee and Canejo voted yes. but 
nays bv Raspberry, Block and Martin killed the motion 


Then a recess period followed during which time some 
earnest discussions were carried on between council 
members and others. 

Upon the Council’s return, it moved to reconsider the 
state of emergency motion and this time it carried on a 6-1 
vote, with Raspberry voting aginst it. McAnally, 
supported by Lee, moved then to adopt the new water rate 
of $5.50 and it also carried by the same 6-1 vote, with 
Raspberry again dissenting. 

McAnally ’s motion, supported by Lee, to set aside 
$12,000 of the loan to the water and sewer fund to pay for 
the rate study passed 5-2 with Block and Martin voting no. 

The rate increase to $5.50 is for a period of four months 
or until a new rate is set by the council. The study is 
expected to take three months and Council is expected to 
know exactly what the rate should beat that time 

One of the prime movers in getting different (actions on 
the council together is believed to be City Clerk Leonard 
Folmar. He made an urgent plea two weeks ago to the 
council that something had to be done in a hurry or else 
the City of Romulus would lose its credibility and be on the 
verge of disaster. 

Although his message did not result that night in the five 
votes needed to raise the water rates and declare a state 
of emergency in the water and sewer department, he just 
missed by one vote 

Since then, he has discussed earnestly with council 
members the need for declaring a “state of emergency” 
and raising the rates to $5.50. Since everyone on the 
council and administration is in favor of a rate study, it 
was just a matter of getting a rate increase passed until 
the study results are in 

In other Council action, it voted unanimously that if 
favors the concept of the development of a sports arena in 
Romulus if it is economically feasible and beneficial to the 
community 

A public hearing on the feasibility of setting up an 
Economic Development Corporation will be held March 
29. 


New precinct locations set 
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'Roots ' author Haley speaks 
at Eastern Michigan Sunday 


The internationally known author 
of “Roots”, Alex Haley, will visit 
Eastern Michigan University 
(EMU) Sunday to speak at 8 p.m. in 
Bowen Field House. 

Haley’s phenomenal success story 
came on the heels of ABC 
television’s unprecedented 
serialized version of “Roots,” which 
drew some 135 million viewers and 
was the biggest TV went in history. 

The 55-year-old author’s search 
for his roots took him across three 
continents as he pursued a few 
slender clues of oral family history 
which he was told repeatedly 
throughout his boyhood in T ennessee 
by his maternal grandmother. 
Finally, Haley actually tracked his 
maternal family back to a Mandingo 
youth named Kunta Kinte, who was 
kidnapped into slavery from the 
small village of Juffure in The 
Gambia, West Africa. 

This enslaved youth — Haley’s 
7th-generation forefather, was 
transported to Colonial America in 
the American slave ship “Lord 
Ligonier,'* which arrived in 
Annapolis, Md. t on Sept. 29, 1767. 
The sage of the Haley family, which 
took 12 years of research, by the’ 
author, was published in “Roots’* 
last August. The book’s 


sky rocketing success vaulted it atop 
the bestseller list shortly thereafter. 

Haley was bom in Ithaca, N.Y., 
and was raised in Henning, Tenn. 
The son of a college omfesw father 
and a grammar school teacher 
mother, he finished high school at 
the age of 15. He attended college for 
two years before enlisting as a U.S. 
Coast Guard mess boy in 1939. 

During his maritime years on 
various ships, Haley often worked 
late into the night trying his hand at 
writing stories. He always had loved 
reading books of adventure, but this 
was his first crack at writing. It took 
him about eight years with pen-in- 
hand before small magazines began 
to accept some of his work. 

By 1952, the Coast Guard named 
Haley chief journalist, a new rating 
for him. In that capacity, he handled 
Coast Guard public relations while 
continuing his efforts to improve his 
writing. 

Haley retired from the Coast 
Guard in 1959 after 20 years of 
military service, and began his 
writing career on a fulltime basis. 
He was a free lance writer for such 
magazines as “Harper’s,” “The 
Atlantic Monthly” and “The New 
York Times Magazine”. He later 
became an assignment writer for 



which was published in 1965. The 
book came out in eight languages, 
sold more than 5*£ million copies 
and was selected among “The 10 
Best American Books of the 1960 
Decade”. 

Haley’s long list of awards 
includes five academic honorary 
degrees. The author now, travels 
extensively on the international 
lecture circuit. He maintains homes 
in California and Jamaica.

Blues change requisite

for mental health care 


Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Michigan as of May 
1 will require all DarticiDatine outDatient mental 
health care providers to have community-oriented 
boards and to adopt utilization programs to assure 
quality care. 

Affected are 269 mental health providers 
throughout Michigan. In 1975, they received more 
than $9 million in payments for care under the 
Blues’ outpatient psychiatric care program. The 
Blues’ benefits, for those groups who carry the 
protection, pay from $400 to $1,000 a year per 
member of outpatient psychiatric care. 

In essence, the new requirements state that each 
mental health program or clinic must have: 

• A governing or advisory board representative of 
the community served. 

t A utilization review committee to assure the 
effectiveness of the treatment. 

The Blues’ president, John C. McCabe, said: 
“This will draw the community leadership of 
Michigan into another facet of health care and is an 
extension and continuation of our efforts to involve 
the public in decision making on important health 
care issues. 

Currently approved-outpatient psychiatric 
providers are: 

(1.) Thirty six participating hospitals with mental 
health programs. 

(2.) Eight state mental hospitals. 

(3.) Sixty community mental health clinics in the 
network of providers established under state law. 
Some local government units provide the service; 
others contract it out to private providers. 

(4.) Twenty eight substance abuse clinics 
established by state law and licensed by the 
Department of Public Health Office of Substance 
Abuse Services. 

(5.) One hundred thirty seven private mental 
health agencies. 

All providers in the first four categories and six of 
the private agencies already have community 
governing or advisory boards. However, the 
utilization review requirement will be new to all 
providers. 

The Blues have had for some time qualifications 
for approval for outpatient psychiatric facilities. 
Besides licensure, the staff of such a facility must 
be multi-disciplinary — meaning that it must 
include a certified consulting psychologist and a 
certified social worker, both under the direction of a 
licensed physician who specializes in psychiatry. 

The new community board qualification requires 
that the facility have on its board representatives 
of, for example, local government, churches, 


industry, business, civic organizations and labor 
unions. The board must have regular meetings, and 
its responsibilities must include appropriate 
staffing, policies and procedures, scope of services 
and program evaluation. 

The utilization review requirement calls for 
specific objectives and goals, a system for 
reviewing patient treatment, proper records, 
documented medication and treatment and findings 
in writing.

But love and concern for family 'lives' on

The life of young Michael Wirts 
has ended, but the love and concern 
of friends lives oa 
More than $1,000 was raised at the 
latest benefit to help pay large 
medical expenses incurred during 
the 10-year-old’s long illness. 

Young Michael was a happy 
normal child attending Haggerty 
Elementary School when cancer of 
the prostate gland, rarely found in 
children, was diagnosed 
After surgery was performed, 
long months of extensive treatment 
followed, putting the Wirts family 
under great financial strain. It was 
about this time that Ruth Hughes, 
publicity chairman for American 
Legion Post 111 of Wayne, became 
involved and organized a drive to 
help the beleagured family. 

Mrs. Hughes became very close to 
the situation and has followed it 
since die first story was published 
by Associated Newspapers’ five 
weeklies, — The Belleville 
Enterprise, The Rom ul ib Roman 
and The Wayne, Westland and 
Canton Eagles. 

The active volunteer worker has 
been in close touch with Mrs. Wirts 
and has even marked a map of the 
United States, detailing where the 
hundreds of cards and letters came 


from to cheer Michael before his 
death. 

Here is her personal account of the 
story: 

“Why and Thank You” — two 
words that are so common in our 
everyday life, but two words that 
mean so much to family and friends 
of a small boy who passed away 
recently. 

“Michael Wirts was a happy 
normal child when a rarely heard of 
illness in children, cancer of the 
prostate, was diagnosed and surgery 
performed. Long months of 
extensive treatment and extremely 
high medical bills followed. 

“Michael’s parents, Kathy and 
Gary Wirts, and little 8-year-old 
sister Kathy, of 9793 Van Buren St., 
Belleville, continued to care for him 


after hospital stays only resulted in 
doctors giving them the news that 
there was no hope. Over and over 
these loved ones asked why, but 
nerver complained. 

“Even when the first public news 
was received, it was a request for 
cards to cheer him during his illness. 
It was during the time that the 
American Legion Auxiliary Unit 111 
President Betty Chapman was 
asked by one Auxiliary member to 
have the post service officer, Roy 
Williams, and children and youth 
chairman for Auxiliary, Bernice 
Clark, visit the family to find out the 
need and how the organization could 
help. 

“It was after this visit that Kathy 
and Gary started to f eel some of the 
pressure start to lift. The Legion 
paid the utilities, and I contacted 
Jim Bradley of the Associated

Parents' homework: 
Language therapy 


Romulus school teachers have 
found out the truth of the old axiom, 
“Where there’s a will there’s a 
way.” 

Because of a reduction in the staff 
of the Special Education 
Department of speech and language 
therapy, approximately 150 children 
with articulation disorders were not 
receiving speech therapy this year. 
The staff reductions were a result of 
millage failures last year. 

However speech therapists felt 
there was much that parents could 
do at home to help their children 
improve speaking skills. 


And, this winter the department of 
speech and language has been 
offering a special home articulation 
program, which assists parents in 
working with their children to help 
improve their speech. 

“We are holding meetings with 
interested parents at each 
elementary school in the district tc 
familiarize them with the necessary 
steps take to correct their children’s 
mispronounced sounds,” said 
Rebecca Oz, who works with the 
program 

“The speech sounds that children 
tend to have the most trouble saying 
are ‘s’, *r’ and T, but other sounds 


also are included in the program,” 
Ms. Oz said. 

Each parent receives a booklet 
prepared especially for his child 
with explanations on how to form 
each sound correctly. Also included 
in the booklet are speech activities, 
suggestions to parents, sound dittos, 
word lists and a glossary. 

“We’d like to get as many parents 
involved in the program as 
possible,” she said.

Senior citizens who enjoy 
sunshine, gardening and saving 
money are invited to attend thi first 
“Gardens for Seniors” meeting at 
the Wayne County Senior Day Care 
Center in Westland on March 31.

“However, the Office on Aging 
wants to help all seniors save 
money, so this panel has been set up 
to give gardening tips that will help 
many seniors interested in starting 
or improving backyard gardens ”

Newspapers to have the first of 
several articles printed asking for 
help. We requested cards of cheer be 
sent to Michael and financial aid for 
the family. 

“It was through that article that 
other newspapers, magazines and 
radio stations started to pass the 
word that help was needed. 

“Sometimes in these times of so 
much violence we wonder if there is 
any good left in this world. Well, 
members of the American Legion 
Post 111 and Auxiliary Unit 111, 
Wayne and the Wirts family can 
answer that question with a big yes. 

“Cards, letters and money started 
to come into the Legion Hall and also 
to the Wirts home. School children, 
church groups, organizations, as 
well as individuals, all joined in 
together. As shown by the map we 
made, things came from all over the 
United States, all parts of Michigan 
and even as far away as Australia. 

Michael was to receive a phone 
call from the President, but passed 
away the day before it was to come. 
President Carter did write a letter 
which the family will always cherish 
and remember his thoughtfulness. 

“Anyone who called to ask 
information or anyone talking about 
Michael had the question in their 
mind as to why these things need to 
happen. And most of all, they asked 
why such a small child of 10 had a 
disease usually heard of in older 
people. I’m also sure that Kathy and 
Gary over and over still must say 
‘Why?’ 

‘Through the whole ordeal they 
repeatedly have said they just can’t 
really begin to know how to thank 
everyone who have cared. 
Neighbors, family and friends really 
never knew the extent of the burden 
they were bearing until it became 
almost unbearable. The family had 
done all they could but medical bills 
and other costs were coming in, 
causing regular household things to 
be pushed aside because Michael 
and daughter Kathy came first. 

“No one really knows how far or to 
what extent the news article would 
help, but in the days to follow the 
mailman was quite busy. Mrs. 
Chapman acted as chairman for the 
project and a Michael Wirts Fund 
account was opened to take care of 
the donations coming in. 

“The Wirts family kept saying 
“thank you” for getting this all 
started, but in reply, the Auxiliary 
members, working with the project, 
answered: *We feel we should thank 
you for the privilege of helping you 
and meeting such a wonderful 
family.’ We met a marvelous little 
boy who right to the end knew he was 
dying and cared and worried about 
his family and the burdens his 
illness had caused. 

“It would be impossible, even if 
funds would permit it, to send thank 
you’s to the hundreds of people w ho 
have taken part in cheering 
Michael’s last days and in helping 
the family. Many envelopes have 
come in with just a plain wrapper 
around money addressed to the 
Fund 

“For fear that we would miss 
someone, we felt it best to put our 
thank you in the paper where it all 
got started. W'e appreciate all the 
prayers, gifts, cards, letters and 
funds 

“The project was brought to a 
success! ul close with a Coffee Break 
benefit dance held by the Post 
Auxiliary, and a concerned group of 


CBers from Westland. It was 
attended by about 200 people and 
music was donated by two bands. 
Gifts were donated by local 
merchants and personal donations 
raised more than $1,000 with 
everyone working together. It 
brought in enough to bring medical 
bills and funeral expenses almost to 
an end. 

“So again, we don’t know why, but 
we do want to say thank you from 
the Wirts family and from American 
Legion Post 111 members and

Legislation would put teeth 
in handicapped parking law 


Legislation designed to put some 
teeth into the laws regulating 
handicapped parking is headed for a 
vote in the Senate after receiving a 
recommendation for passage in the 
Senate Committee on Highways and

Sen. Joseph Snysre of St. Clair 
Shores and David A. Plawecki of 
Dearborn Heights, co-sponsors of 
the bill, said the legislation should 
correct some present inequities in

One provision of the bill would 
penalize motorists who illegally 
park in spaces reserved for the 
handicapped by imposing a 
minimum fine of $15, Plawecki said.

Motion carried unanimously. 

Supervisor’s Report : Read letter from Board of Commissioners regarding 
the adoption of the Uniform Traffic Code. Read letter from Mr. Gerber, of 
the Garrison Company, regarding the soil borings at the New Township Hall 
site. Progress is continuing. Sumpter Township has taken title to the 
property for the new building. Title must be hand delivered to Chicago. 
Supervisor made recommendation to give Redman necessary funds to 
deliver title. 

Motion by Folks, supported by Williams, to give Redman necessary funds to 
go to Chicago with the Title for the property. Motion carried unanimously.

CITY OF BELLEVILLE 
ORDINANCE NO. 77-169 

AN ORDINANCE TO ADOPT BY REFERENCE THE UNIFORM 
TRAFFIC CODE FOR MICHIGAN CITIES, TOWNSHIPS AND VILLAGES. 
THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section 1 CODE ADOPTED - The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, 
townships and villages promulgated by the Commissioner of State Police on 
February 14, 1958 and published in Supplement No. 13, and as amended on 
February 14, 1961 and published in Supplement No. 25, and amended on 
February 26, 1968 and published in Supplement No. 54, and amended on 
August 4, 1976 and published in Supplement No. 88; all Supplements being to 
the 1954 Michigan Administrative Code, in accordance with Public Act 62 of 
1956, State of Michigan, is hereby adopted by reference as in this ordinance 
modified 

Section 2 REFERENCES IN CODE - References in the Uniform Traffic 
Code for Michigan Cities, Townships and Villages to “governmental unit” 
shall mean the City of Belleville. 

Section 3 CHANGES IN CODE - The following sections and subsections of 
the Uniform Traffic Code are hereby amended or deleted as set forth 
hereinafter and additional sections and subsections are added as indicated. 
Subsequent section numbers used in Section 3 of this ordinance refer to like 
numbered sections of the Uniform Traffic Code. 

Section 1 012 is amended to read: Governmental unit shall mean the City of 
Belleville. 

Sections 2.8 thru 2.17d. The provisions in Sections 2.8 thru 2.17d of the 
Uniform Traffic Code are hereby modified to the extent necessary for 
compliance with the provisions of the Michigan District Court Rules. 

Section 5 48a DRIVING THROUGH DRIVE-INS - It shall be unlawful for any 


person to drive a vehicle in and out of the premises of a drive-in 
establishment without patronizing the establishment or to stop, stand, or 
park a vehicle on such premises for an unreasonable length of time without 
patronizing the establishment. 

Section 5.100 LIMITATION ON TRUCKS - It shall be unlawful for any 
commercial vehicle, individually or combined with one or more trailers or 
semi-trailers, with more than three axles, to be operated or parked on any 
street in the City of Belleville, except those streets hereinafter designated as 
“truck routes”; provided, however, the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to commercial vehicles or trailers when the operation of such 
commercial vehicle is necessary for the purpose of making one or more 
deliveries or pickups of materials, manufactured products, goods, wares, or 
merchandise on streets other than those designated “truck routes" in the 
City ; provided, further that such commercial vehicles operated by or for the 
City in connection with the rendering of necessary service to the residents of 
the City may be operated on any or all streets in the City. 

Section 5.100a LIST OF STREETS - The streets hereinabove referred to as 
“truck routes" are hereby designated as follows: 

Huron River Drive - Easterly city limits to Main St Sumpter (South Street) 

- Main Street intersection to city limits. 

Section 6.26a OPERATION OF MOTORCYCLE - It shall be unlawful for any 
person to operate a motorcycle, whether moving or standing, in such a 
manner as to cause any loud, explosive, unnecessary or excessive noise 
therefrom. 

Section 4. NOTICE TO BE PUBLISHED - The City Clerk shall publish this 
ordinance in the manner required by law and shall at the same time publish 
a supplementary notice setting forth the purpose of the said Uniform Traffic 
Code and of the fact that complete copies of the Code are available at the 
office of the Clerk for inspection by and distribution to the public at all times. 

Section 5. CONFLICTING ORDINANCES REPEALED - Ordinance No. 
44, as amended, relating to traffic is hereby specifically repealed. All other 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of the Uniform Traffic Code are, 
to the extent of such inconsistency, hereby repealed. 

Section 6. PENALTY - Unless otherwise specifically provided by 
provisions of the Uniform Traffic Code or the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code, 
any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance Uniform Traffic 
Code, as changed) shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine or not 
more than $500.00 or to imprisonment in the municipal or county jail for a 
period of not more than 90 days, or to both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

Section 7. EFFECTIVE DATE - This ordinance shall become effective on 
March 18, 1977.

Semta 's Detroit shoe does not fit Western Wayne foot 


For the past several 
months, the Southeastern 
Michigan Transportation 
Authority (SEMTA) has 
been holding public hearings 
for the avowed purpose of 
attempting to determine the 
most generally acceptable 
three plans, from their list of 
thirteen, proposed for 
solving Metro-Detroit's 
transportation problems of 
today and the future. 

The thirteen plans, from 
which the the final three for 
consideration will be 
selected, cover the entire 
spectrum of current 
transportation technology, 
from subway systems to 
extended people movers, 
from heavy commuter rail 
systems to express bus, and 
from light rail to a plan for 
doing nothing. 

During the process of 
holding those public hearings 
it quickly became apparent 
that the subway system plan, 
requiring the largest 
expenditure of funds with the 
least flexibility, and opposed 
by almost everyone except 
Detroit Mayor Coleman 
Young and SEMTA, had the 
inside track for final 
selection. 

Mayor Younq, who is 
seeking an image restoration 


job for his upcoming re- 
election bid, is after the 
subway system because of 
its inherent labor intensive 
construction requirements 
that would go a long way 
toward the reduction of 
unemployment within the 
city. 

SEMTA appears to be 
leaning toward the subway 
system plan, in order to 
satisfy the insatiatuable 
appetite of the growing 
bureaucratic monster 
created by Congress. 
SEMTA must select the plan 
that will provide them with 
the best possible method of 
perpetuating their existence. 

Since it now appears that 
in spite of the fact that the 
Tri County area will have to 
provide 100 percent of the 
funding for the plan chosen, 
and will only receive about 10 
percent of the service 
provided by any of the plans, 
and since it is also apparent 
that the final plan selected 
will wear a # Made in Detroit' 
label. Western Wayne 
County will not gain very 
much through the adoption of 
any of the plans now under 
consideration.

the people 


JOHN GARDNER 


There is a curious notion floating around that our Chief Executive is too busy 
and too weighed down with the affairs of state to engage in free dialogue with 
us. And there’s the notion that perhaps the dignity of the Presidency doesn’t 
lend itself to a great deal of dialogue. This is dangerous nonsense. 

Even the vaunted Presidential press conference is a very limited format and 
susceptible to manipulation. I suggest that the President call in representative 
groups of Americans and exchange views with them in the presence of the 
press. I suggest that he listen, answer, question and listen some more. 

We expect something special of those who seek to represent us as elected 
officials. We expect openness. We expect candor. Our persistent questioning of 
them is a crucial part of the process by which a free people judge their 
leaders— judge not only their policies and capacities but their honesty, their 
character, their integrity. 

But the bad news is that where their political and governmental institutions 
are concerned, a large percentage of the American people feel excluded, out ol 
it, unconnected. And they suffer all the sourness of spirit that goes with those 
feelings 

The good news for anyone who cares about the future of this land is that a 
great many of those people are eager to re-establish a connection They want in. 
Not just the poor, the black, the young and women. All kinds of Americans. 

There’s even better news. The society has begun to let them in. And that has 
released political and social energies that can be profoundly creative— though 
they are tumultous and untidy, as creativity so often is. 

When this nation began, the settlers in America believed that every kind of 
tyranny should go. Let each person stand up straight, unsubordinated and free. 

What they didn’t foresee was that the rather simple idea of getting people off 
other people’s backs would produce one of the most spectacular outpourings of 
human energy the world has ever seen. The first 150 years of the new nation was 
the story of that outpouring— not a story of perfect justice, not a tidy story, but a 
story of human energies released. 

So what brought us to our present pass? For one thing, we did not in the 
beginning liberate all our citizens. Women, blacks and other minorities 
remained in bondage. For another thing, the increasing complexity of social 
organization dampened the fires of creativity Regardless of what the 
Constitution says, neither the president nor the nightwatchman in a billion 
dollar conglomerate is as free as was the frontiersman standing in the open 
patch of ground he cleared in the forest for his home. 

So the flame of released energies was all but ^mothered. And now there are 
lively signs of its return 

But to insure its return, we have to attend to the prosaic details of opening up 
our system. Otherwise, our tired political and government institutions might 
succeed in putting a lid on those newly-released energies 

And that means attention to openness in government, accessibility*, 
accountability, responsiveness. If we strike directly at those issues we will be 
striking directly at the heart of the problem 
So I would say to the President: there must be communication both ways— 
and lots of it Unrehearsed dialogue Listening Answering It may be 
uncomfortable. It certainly won’t be tidy. But that s what democracy is about

Who is the Preacher's 
Preacher?

Every* preacher’s life is a great paradox, an 
enigma that runs the gamut from unexcelled joy to 
depths of depression and sorrow. For every 
mountain of blessing there is a vale of tears. 

With a multiplicity of decisions comes the 
inevitable invitation to criticism. No man on the 
face of this earth, and that includes our nation’s 
president, carries more responsibility upon his 
shoulders than the dedicated man of God. 

Ministers deal with the eternal destinies of 
immortal souls; others are concerned with 
.problems limited to this life. 

Quick criticism reminds me of a saying I read 
once. “The trouble with some folks isn’t so much 
their ignorance, as knowing so many things that 
are not true-.’’ 

Among the papers in my files is a very 
interesting set of contrasts that faces every 
minister, entitled “Your Preacher and Mine.” 

It describes the preachers’s perplexing plight as 
follows: “If he is young, he lacks experience; if his 
hair is gray, he is too old. If he has five or six 
children, he has too many ; if he has none, he is 
setting a bad example. 

If his wife sings in the choir, she is being 
forward; if not she is not interested in her 
husband’s work. If he speaks from notes, he has 
canned sermons and is dry; if he is 
extemporaneous, he is not deep. If he spends too 
much time in his study, he neglects his people, if 
he visits, he is a gadabout. 

If he is attentive to the poor, he is playing to the 
grandstand; if to the wealthy, he is trying to be an 
aristocrat. If he suggests improvement for the 
church, he is a dictator; if he makes other 
suggestions he is a figurehead. 

If he uses too many illustrations, he neglects the 


Bible; if he does not, he is not clear. If he 
condemns wrong, he is cranky, if not, he is a 
compromiser. If he preaches an hour, he is windy ; 
if he preaches less, he is lazy. If he fails to please 
everybody, he is hurting the church; if he does 
please everybody, he has no convictions. 

If he condemns wrong, he is cranky, if not, he is 
a compromiser. If he preaches an hour, he is 
windy; if he preaches less, he is lazy. If he fails to 
please everybody, he is hurting the church, if he 
does please everybody, he has no convictions. 

If he preaches tithing, he is a money-grabber; if 
he does not, he is failing to develop his people. If he 
receives a large salary, he is mercenary; if a 
small salary, it proves he is not worth much. 

If he preachers all the time, the people get tired 
of one man; if he invites guest preachers, he is 
shirking his responsibility. So what! They say a 
preacher has an easy time.” 

The vast majority of church members and non- 
members do not even begin to realize the 
emotional and mental drain and fatigue their 
pastor has to endure. The burdens and care of 
multiplied families are weighty indeed. The 
Apostle Paul described this joyful responsibility in 
2 Cor. 6:10. “As sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; 
as poor, yet making many rich; as having 
nothing, and yet possessing all things.” 

I do not know whether to describe the duplexity 
of the ministry as smiling thru the tears or crying 
between the blessings. The loneliness of being a 
pastor is well expressed in “Who is My Pastor’s 
Pastor?” 

“It dawned on me the other day that my pastor 
has no pastor, no human under shepherd to whom 
he can turn when the days are dark. Like most 
church members, I have called my pastor when 
there was need, and he has never failed me. 


But who is his pastor? Who rushes to his side 
when the load is heavier than he can bear alone? Is 
there not something within all of us which cries out 
for human understanding and sympathy? Is my 
pastor an exception simply because he is my 
pastor? I have made a resolution, which by God’s 
help, I will not break. 

I am determined that my pastor shall know that 
I love him, that he shall not lack the sympathetic 
understanding which I can give. As a member of 
my church 1 shall, in some way, be a shepherd’s 
friend. I can but believe that there are many 
others like me who will, day by day, stand at the 
side of the man who has no pastor.” 

My sentiments are summed up in the poem, 
“Your Failures to Try.” 

If you honestly tried but you honestly failed in 
a cause that you knew was worthwhile; 

If your good faith was questioned, your motives 
assailed, you can meet these assaults with a 
smile. 

True values of life that lend strength to the soul 
are not measured by public acclaim, 

If you played the game square but fell short of 
the goal, you’re a winner tho losing the game. 

The failures you make after giving your best, 
oft are blessings that come in disguise; 

Your coursage to try is the infinite test that 
your failure to try but denies. 

When life’s ledger is closed and all failures 
must bide, to be scanned by the All-Seeing Eye, 
He’ll condemn not the failures you made when 
you tried, 

but rather your failures to try. 


Health Beat 


Oncology, technology of tumors

Oncology can be described as “the sum of 
knowledge regarding tumors”. At the Annapolis 
Hospital, the oncology service is located on the 5th 
floor, and is used exclusively for the treatment of 
cancer. 

“That word — cancer - so often strikes terror 
into the hearts of people hearing it used to describe 
their personal condition,” said Carol Munsell, RN, 
a nurse who works in the oncology service. 

“Our nursing format is perhaps somewhat 
different from what one experiences on the 
floors,” she said, “in that we come into much 
closer contact with our patients and spend a lot 
more time with them individually. 

“We recognize,” she continued, “That most 
laypeople are convinced that all cancers are fatal, 
and thus on the oncology service we spend as 
much time teaching as we do administering 
medications.” 

She said that one bf her prime functions was to 
help patients adjust to their condition and accept 
its reality. 

“Often a patient just wants a nurse to sit down 
and talk. We take the time to honor this request, 
and we sit and mostly listen. We encourage the 
patient to verbalize, and usually, after a few 
minutes of small talk, we’ll get around to what the 
patient’s real . worry is — himself and his 
condition.” 

Mrs. Munsell earned her RN from the 
Deaconess Hospital — in her home town of St. 
Louis, Missouri — in 1961. She’s been employed at 
Annapolis Hospital since 1975, and she was one of

the initial RN’s in the new oncology service. 

“This may sound odd,” she said, “and I hope 
I’m not misunderstood, but I drive an abundance 
of personal satisfaction and gratification working 
in this service. 

“I’m in a unique position, in that I’m able to 
help people in serious distress help themselves. 
I’ve seen cancer in my own family,” she 
continued, “and I’ve also seen patients who have 
experienced remission following therapy in our 
service. When the time is right for the particular 
patient, I use the word cancer, and ultimately get 
the patient to use the word in his discussions. 

“We simply must be honest with our patients. 
And it’s been my experience that patients will at 
last appreciate this candor and respond 
positively.” 

She emphasized, however, that there is certain 
information which must be given by the physician 
managing the case. She had reference to 
diagnosis, prognosis, mode of treatment, and 
types of chemotherapeutic agents to be used. 

“Our MD oncologist are experts in the field, and 
they are the only people in fact prepared to make 
those judgments,’’ she said. 

She said that she is convinced, based on her 
present knowledge and level of experience, that 
some cancers could well be obliterated if people 
would simply regulate their life styles a little more 

^“fcould cite the overwhelming statistics which 
seem to indicate clearly that smoking and lung 
cancer incidence are related But, what’s the use? 

“The US Surgeon General’s reports are open to 


public scrutiny, and have been published in all of 
the media. Yet, despite these statistics, there are 
more cigarettes smoked each year than in the 
preceding year.” 

Needless to say, Mrs. Munsell does not smoke. 

“I don’t preach,” she said, “because it’s boorish 
and totally ineffective. Besides, when I see heavy 
smokers with lung cancer or throat cancer, it 
would be in incredible bad taste to say anything 
about their habit at that point in time.” 

And she responded, as did Mrs. Williams in a 
previous interview in the affirmative to a question 
concerning her personal involvement with her 
patients 

“I chose nursing as a career. Indeed, I’ve never 
seriously thought about doing anything else. 
Perhaps it’s because I’ve always had a great 
appreciation for life, and as a nurser I’m able to 
translate that appreciation into care for the ill. 

“If the situation demands. I’ll hold a patient’s 
hand, wipe his brow, and yes. I’ve also shed a tear. 

“But in shedding that tear, I’ve never allowed 
myself to forget my professional obligations which 
demand specific responses to certain stimuli. The 
patient must always come first.” 

I suggested to Mrs. Munsell that perhaps there 
was a hint of contradiction in what she had just 
said. 

She replied, “True, It’s a difficult juggling act to 
keep purely human reactions separated from 
clinical obligations. But, somehow we manage,” 
she smiled. 

And maybe that’s why these people are selected 
for such sensitive responsibilities

There are fewer good editiors than good writers. 
One reason may be that dealing with writers tends 
to kill them off young Another may be “style.” 

Any given newspaper has its own “style,” which 
means a certain style of punctuation, 
captialization and, forbiddingly, attempts to lay 
out “writing rules.” 

Newspapers have “style books” in which these 
rules are printed over the years, producing a Wild 
paradox hardly anyone outside the newspaper 
business knows about. 

This paradox embraces the necessity of 
maintaining a reasonable consistency in the 
writing style of a given newspaper, and the basic 
impossibility of “rules” for writing 

Even if writing rules never change, times do 
The late great O K Bovard, editor of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, a writing purist and a forceful 
autocrat, disliked slang 

“Avoid slang,’’ his style book said, decades ago 
Ironically, as late as 1960, the same examples of 
slang were still in the bible called the P-D Style 
Book 

Thusly, the first time I wrote “hitchhiker’’ in a 
story as a newcomer on the Post-Dispatch, it was 
changed on the copy desk to: “roadside pedestrian 
engaged in soliciting a ride.” 

In St Louis old-timers on the copy desk tended 
lu forget that slang existed, so little did they see 


The resultant style tended to be literary- 
minded. When a reporter wrote a story about two 
sons of a socially prominent family, he stated that 
the boys had disappeared. They had left a note on 
their pillow, saying they were running away to 
paddle their own canoe. Nobody had heard from 
them since. 

Quite seriously, the copyreader (an old-timer) 
wrote the headline: “No Word Yet Heard From 
Boys In Canoe.” 

Style can be ponderous, or it can be somewhat 
more flexible as was the entire stylebook of 
William Allen White. The Emporia Gazette was a 
“down style" paper, he said, meaning it tended 
not to over-capitalize. 

To further simplify this down style, he said the 
two things inflexibly capitalized were the name of 
the paper and some variations of the Good Lord. 

An editor in San Francisco once accused the 
opposition editor of being so thick he spelled 
“Jesus” with a little “g ” 

William Allen White had three other rules, 
which were: 

1. Never call a man Doctor unless he can set a 
broken leg. 

2. Never call a man Professor unless he is selling 
snake oil off the back of a wagon. 

3. Never use the word “very.” Instead, 
substiutute the word “damn.” 


On some papers style includes advisements to 
writers on how things “must” be written. When I 
was on The Atlanta Journal, a style rule was 
issued stating that no feature story should be over 
one typewritten page in length. 

The rule was quietly dropped after a talented 
feature writer named Tom Hamm wrote stories 
down to the bottom of his page, then around the 
edges of the page 

Short sentences were the style commanded 
on The Columbus (Ohio) Dispatch when James 
Thurber worked there and was constantly 
chewed out for not writing a short opening 
sentenence. Finally he did: 

“Dead. 

“That’s what the man was who police found 
today with his skull bashed in, lying in an alley 
behind a saloon at 230 Twelfth Avenue.” 

“Style” is an effort to ensure consistency among 
writers and, oddly enough, even the most 
maverick newspapermen respect the institution, 
or superstition, of style.

cursed out his managing editor, upended a full 
wastebasket over the head of that worthy, stormed 
back to his desk, rolled a piece of paper into his 
typewriter, and still cursing, turned to a 
colleague, and asked : “What’s our style on a letter 
of resignation?” 
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School figures misleading

During the past week, you received a newsletter, THE ROMULUS 
REPORTER, from the Romulus Board of Education stating how much your 
property taxes will rise if you pass the proposed five year 8^ mill increase to 
be voted on Saturday, March 19th.

I am not attempting to influence your vote one way or another on the millage 
increase proposed by the Romulus Board of Education. That is your decision. 
But, as your assessor I feel it is my duty to see that you know the facts.

As the Community Development Director for the City of Romulus, it was with 
great interest that I read Council person McAnally’s letter to the Editor in the 
March 2, 1977, issue of the Romulus Roman. 

Mrs. McAnally’s letter apparently was based on misleading and inaccurate 
information, which unfortunately may result in a disservice to the community 
and the credibility of all municipal employees and officials. 

I would like to respond to the major charges made in Councilperson 
McAnally’s letter.* 

STATEMENT: The Mayor "needlessly and ruthlessly” layed-off CETA 
employees. 

# FACT: The Administration was reacting to a request from City Council to 
take necessary steps to reduce the expenditures of the water department, which 
is in a deficit situaion. Therefore the administration layed off eight DPW 
laborers in an effort to meet this request. 

According to CETA rules and regulations, in the event of layoff of regular 
municipal employees, all CETA employees in that classification (in this case 
DPW laborer) must be layed-off first. Therefore, the City had no alternative, 
once the decision to lay-off regular employees was made, that to lay off the 
CETA employees in question. 

STATEMENT: "There are nine persons either working or proposed to be 
working in the Federal Grants Department alone. Under the previous 
administration, there were three employees handling the same work .”

The criminal justice process 


As a legislator and a citizen, my thought has to 
be to provide the best system of justice available. 

In Michigan, indeed, throughout this nation, 
capital punishment — The death penalty — has 
gained an increase of support as the answer to the 
growing rate of violent crime. For some, the 
execution of a person convicted of murder would 
provide a societal outrage at the act. 

Others would view it as a just revenge. Still 
others see it as a deterrent to future crimes. 

When an individual speaks out against the 
death penalty, some of its supporters would say 
they are being compassionate for the criminal, the 
killer, and not for the victim or potential victims. 

My personal view, I, too, would prefer to see 
those convicted to heinous crimes severely 
punished; perhaps even to the point of being put to 
death. 

The death penalty, in this regard, becomes an 
impediment to the realistic solutions as executions 
would then divert attention from the other areas of 
crime, then deprive the state's needed resources 
to make punishment for crimes more certain. 

Despite Gary Gilmore’s repeated demands, the 
State of Utah had spent huge sums of money to 
execute one cold-blooded killer. The Utah 
Attorney General said it cost his office 
approximately $40,000 to bring about the 
execution. This figure represents 900 hours of 
work by eight assistant attorney generals and 
uncountable hours of legal research by law clerks 
assigned to the case. The $40,000 represents but a 
tiny fraction of the total cost to the State of Utah 
and to the taxpayers to execute one man. 

The costs become an important consideration 
when we think of restoring capital punishment 
here in Michigan. 

If it were to become simply a cost in dollars to 
execute one cold-blooded murderer, I then believe 
that the majority of Michigan citizens would be in 
favor of spending money for the protection of 
society. However, there is more to it than that. 

In 1974, almost 600,000 cases of serious crimes 
were reported to the police agencies in Michigan, 
crime victim studies have suggested that there 
were perhaps one million offenses that were not 
reported to the police. 

In all, more than 1.6 million cases of rape, 
murder, robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny and auto theft deprived people of their 
lives, or their possessions, or their physical safety. 
Taken all together, this must surely strike a 
massive blow to the senses of secutity people’s 
feelings. 

Just as surely, one who commits these crimes 
must be punished. However, of all the reported 
cases, only about seven in 1,000 results in a 
criminal being placed behind bars. 

Habitual criminals, who commit two of every 
three violent crimes in Michigan are released time 
and again because of plea bargaining, leniency in 
sentencing and the fact that judges are often 


influenced by crowded dockets and the lack of 
prison facilities. 

It is my belief that the commitment of Michigan, 
with its limited financial resources, must be 
directed to the overwhelming number of habitual 
criminals whom law enforcement officers must 
face on a day-to-day basis and who force people to 
stay indoors at night and sleep with guns under 
their pillows. 

The Michigan Legislature has implemented 
legislation to limit judicial discretion in granting 
plea bargaining in establishing mandatory 
minimum sentencing. 

Now that judges are influenced by crowded 
dockets and the lack of facilities, we then must 
address ourselves to seek a solution to these 
conditions. 

One sound proposal that surfaces is in 
establishing new prison facilities to eliminate the 
reluctance on the part of the judges to sentence, 
since the facilities now available are over- 
crowded, this then would eliminate the crowded 
dockets. 

If we are to build prisons, we can get the 
habitual criminals off the street and have some 
place to keep them. This would be a more effective 
deterrent to crime than capital punishment. 

It would make punishment more certain, 
emphasize that society is strong enough to enforce 
its laws, that crime does not pay, as it seems now 
to do. f 

The People of Michigan may have to decide 
whether we use our resources to put an end to 
crime by giving the courts, prosecutors, prisons 
and police agencies the means to fight it. 

THE CRIMINAL JUSTICE PROCESS 

The primary objective of the criminal justice 
system is to deter persons from committing 
crimes. 

The mere presence of police, judicial and 
corrections personnel and the attendant of public 
institutions may be sufficient to deter criminal 
activity. It would seem also that the extent to 
which the Criminal Justice System deters persons 
from committing crimes depends on the ability to 
demonstrate that an individual who commits a 
crime stands a reasonably good chance of being 
apprehended, convicted an£ punished 
appropriately. 

According to the deterrence theory, this process 
should deter convicted offenders from pursuing 
further illegal acts, as well as any other persons 
who* may in the future be tempted to commit 
crimes. 

In 1974, there were a total of 5,300 persons 
sentenced to prison for felonies. Of these, 1,021 
persons were sentenced to jail and or fined in 
felony cases. In effect, what has been said, prison 
and jail sentences are imposed for less than 1.0 
percent of the serious crimes reported to the 
police.

1977 PRISON POPULATION 

It is clear that the population will rise more 
rapidly during 1977 than has been expected. 

The actual prison population during February 
1977 is 12,668. The projection for January 1978 will 
rise to a population of 14,210. 

For the year 1977, the normal intake is predicted 
to be 6,800 cases. To this figure, from the backlog 
existing in arecorder’s Court, the States Penal 
Institution would receive an additional 800 cases. 

To these figures, we must add cases which will 
come to prison as the result of the mandatory 
prison sentence for felonies in which a firearm is 
in possession. 

Therefore, from the above, it can safely be 
projected that during the year of 1977, 8,000 
persons would be sentenced to Serve in prison as 
the result of criminal corrections. However, if 
these projections are correct, Michigan will have 
an absolutely unprecedented prison intake during 
1977. 

The assumption can be made that persons 
released from prison will increase by 20 percent. 
While release rates are not entirely predictable, 
they are much more stable and reliable than 
intake since they are based on a known population 
and release is governed by length of sentence. 

The uncertainties do not render the projection of 
a prison population of 14,000 as questionable. 
However, by making population estimates 
conservatively realistic, the recognition that these 
problems are real and must be dealt with. 

In conclusion, the certainty of punishment as a 
deterrence for committing a criminal act carries a 
greater impact on the criminal than capital 
punishment. 

The criminal, his freedom denied and placed 
behind bars rather than probation or reduced 
sentence is more of a deterrent to crime. 

We must provide a good justice system so that 
people are not afraid and need to sleep with guns 
near by. 

We must make punishment more certain, 
society is strong enough to enforce its laws and 
that crime does not pay. Those who believe crime 
does pay, jail, denial of their freedom is their 
penalty.

'Progress Report' 1976 


The charge has been heard repeatedly at recent 
City Council meetings that my administration has 
not encouraged development, that the City’s 
Industrial Coordinator is not available to 
interested potential investors in the City’s future 
and that Romulus is always "just around the 
comer” with industrial development and growth. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
catagoricaily refute these charges with a 
"progress report” for 1976, using facts and figures 
verified by the City Tax Assessor. 

Total growth during 1976 in True Cash Value (or 
actual market value) was $32.94 million. This total 
growth record of construction and businesses 
more than doubles the previous high of less than 
$15 million set in 1975. 

Broken down into four major catagories, our 
total growth figure reveals a clear picture of 
progress and advancement for Romulus. 

INDUSTRIAL GROWTH — plus $29.3 million 
(TCV) 

Industrial growth in 1976 was the largest since 
Romulus became a city in 1970. The previous 
highest growth year was 1975, when industrial 
development grew by $14 million (TCV). 

COMMERCIAL GROWTH — Plus $1.4 million 
(TCV) 

Commercial growth in 1976 was the second 
highest since 1970. The previous high was $2.2 
million (TCV) in 1974. Two very welcome 
additions to Romulus’ commercial establishment 
was the Big Boy Restaurant on Merriman Road 
and the McDonalds Restaurant located on Wayne 
Road 

RESIDENTIAL GROWTH — Plus $2.5 million 
(TCV) 


Residential growth was the second highest since 
1970. The previous high was $5.6 million (TCV) 
recorded in 1973. However, more importantly, we 
have succeeded in reversing the trend of the past 
three years, of having more homes demolished 
than new ones built 

AGRICULTURAL GROWTH — Minus $0.26 
million (TCV) was due to Wayne County’s 
purchase of farm land and industrial and 
commercial buildings being erected on land 
previously classed as agricultural. 

All of this new growth equals a grand total of 
$532,000,000 (TCV) in total wealth of all taxable 
property and businesses in our city. 

To counter frequent charges that city officials 
are not performing their jobs to the fullest possible 
extent, I cite just one recent example that brought 
over $2 million (TCV) to the tax rolls. 

On New Year’s Eve, the official tax day of 1976, 
the City Tax Assessor was inside the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport taking pictures of taxable 
construction equipment to document taxes later to 
be assessed to those construction companies 

Many people aren’t aware that when a new 
industrial or commercial building is constructed, 
the firm not only pays taxes on the land and 
building, but also on all machinery and equipment 
necessary to operate that business 

Quite often, the value of this machinery and 
equipment is greater than that of the land and 
buildings combined 

What do the preceeding facts and figures mean 
in practical terms to the citizen of Romulus? 

They mean that in the future we will not have to 
raise taxes to combat constantly rising inflation 

In fact, based on last year’s growth record, this

year’s growth and what is planned for next year, I 
can safely predict an actual Cut in city taxes in 
1978, providing that City Council continues to act 
responsibly as they did last week, in raising the 
water rates to meet the increased costs to 
Romulus 

Responsible, constructive action by elected 
Council members combined with the continued 
positive growth, means we are truly on the way to 
realizing our potential and becoming the great city 
we all desire.

State Bar seeks 
changes in present 
bail bond system 


The president of the State Bar of 
Michigan has charged that the 
present bail system discriminates 
against the poor and places much 
power in the hands of bail 
bondsmen. 

Grand Rapids attorney William G. 
Reamon, who heads the 16,000- 
lawyer assoc iat bn, said pre-trial 
release decisions should rest with 
1 the court, not with the bondsman 
who are outside the judicial system. 

Reamon added that the Bar’s 
Board of Commissioners has 
adopted a recommendation urging 
state-wide changes in the current 
bail bond system. The changes were 
detailed in a letter to Chief Justice 
Thomas G. Kavanaugh, head of the 
State Supreme Court. 

The most significant change calls 
for posting a sum of money equal to 
10 percent of the bail fixed by the 
court, rather than a bond. Should the 
defendant appear in court on 
schedule and be not found guilty, the 
entire amount deposited would be 
returned to him or her. Should the 
defendant be found guilty, he or she 
would be returned 90 percent of the 
amount deposited. The remaining 10 
percent, equivalent to 1 percent of 
the bail, being retained to cover 
administrative costs. 

The change already has been 
adopted by the judges in Detroit 


Recorder’s Court as an alternative 
to the current system. Under it, a 
defendant who is unable to post his 
won bond is likely to go to jail, if he 
cannot get a bondsman to post it for 
him. For posting the bond, the 
bondsman usually is paid 10 percent 
of the amount required as a fee. 
Moreover, the bondsman often 
requires collateral or a promissory 
note as well. 

The proposed rule sanctions 
release on recognizance and on 
conditions, neither of which 
discriminates on the basis of a 
defendant's financial worth, and 
requires that if money bail is to be 
fixed, the defendant’s ability to pay 
shall be one of the factors to be 
considered. 

The new rule also would call for 
consideration of length of residents 
in the area ; employment history and 
current status; family relationship 
and ties; 'accurate and valid 
information of prior court 
appearances, including information 
of prior warrants issued, if any; 
prior criminal record, if any; 
existence of members of the 
community who would vouch for the 
defendant; reliability; the crime 
charged; and other factors 
indicating the defenant’s ties to the 
community or the risk of willful 
failure to appear.

Losses to business property are 
generally deductible in full while 
personal property loss deductions 
are limited to the amount of loss 
exceeding $100, Riegle explained. No 
deduction is allowed, however, for 
the portion of any loss which is 
subsequently reimbursed by 
insurance proceeds. 

Michigan taxpayers should 
understand that the deduction 
applies only to sudden, unexpected 
or unusual damage, such as frozen 
pipes that burst or roofs that 
collapsed under the weight of the 
snow, Riegle said. Gradual 
deterioration does not qualify. 

Riegle recommended that 
taxpayers compile lists of those 
items damaged or destroyed and 
determine their value immediately 
before and after the loss occured. 
Before-and-after photos of the 
damaged property, judgments of 
appraisors and local newspaper 
articles describing storm damage 
are helpful in establishing the 
amount of loss.

State Attorney General Frank J. 
Kelley has told the State Public 
Service Commission (PSC) that it 
should not permit Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Co. to continue 
automatically passing 100 percent of 
its increased costs of gas through to 
its customers until the PSC has 
made an investigation that the 
increases actually are beyond the 
utility’s control. 

Kelley asked the PSC to 
immediately restrict the automatic 
recovery of 90 percent of the 
increased costs and to order an 
investigation into the prices paid for 
gas to companies, which also are 
owned by Consolidated’s parent 
company. 

Kelley said he took the position 
because 88 percent of Michigan 
Consolidated’s cost of gas now is 
composed of charges from sister 
companies, which also are owned in 
whole or in part by its parent 
company, American Natural 
Resources Co., formerly American 
Natural Gas Co. 

Michigan Consolidated is a 100- 
percent-owned sunsidiary of 
American Natural Resources, as is 
Michigan-Wisconsin Pipeline Co., 
Consolidated’s primary gas 
supplier. Michigan-Wisconsin’s 
charges are about 81 percent of 
Michigan Consolidated’s total cost of 
gas, and another 78 percent of the 
total cost of gas is comprised of 
charges from Great Lakes

An international outcry and a giant petition- 
gathering campaign have been aimed at the 
Canadian and Norwegian governments who have 
moved to up the quotas on the fatal clubbing of baby 
seals to 170,000 for 1977. 

“The only way to save the lives of the harp seal 
baby,” said an Animal Protection Institute 
spokesmen, “ is to bring this kind of public opinion to 
bear. When the Canadian and Norwegian 
governments faced a real juggernaut once before — 
in the form of aroused public opinion from many 
countries — they changed policy to the extent of at 
least setting quotas. 

“Now they believe the world has gone to sleep 
again. So they had a quiet meeting in the Canary 
Islands and made a sharp increase in the allowable 
kill. That increase, officially, will be more than 
40,000 seals this year alone. But unofficially, it 
shows that the governments’ real intention is to let 
the sealers take as many seals as they think they 
can get away with — irrespective of the fact that the 
seal population has declined greatly. 

“The sealers themselves will go further than the 
government figures project. They will far outrun 
the official projection just as they did in 1976 when 
they clubbed 40,000 beyond the number that the 
government was “allowing’.’’ 

Belton M. Mouras, president of the Animal 
Protection Institute, (API), said the seal kills “set 
temperatures rising like almost no other issue”. He 
expects a minimum of several hundred thousand 


signatures to be gathered in a period of about two 
months. The killing is scheduled to begin this 
month. 

“The nations of the world are being put on alert, 
that there is a great world force of animal 
protectionists who finally have decided to draw the 
line on how many species are utterly destroyed for 
purely commercial reasons,’’ Mouras said. 

Mouras added that the issue involving the 
helpless offspring of the harp seal — furry white 
babies whose skin is at its most precious during the 
first three weeks of life — is particularly clear-out. 
The usual defense of those who trap or kill animals 
for the fur is the ease with which those furbearers 
will populate again by the following season. 

“That is rarely the case,” Mouras said. “And in 
the case of the harp seal it is tragically untrue.” 

Authoritative figures were produced last year 
indicating that at most, there probably are about 
800,000 harp seals remaining. Last year’s kill cut 
sharply into that figure. API spokesmen believe 
that an updated census-taking — which was 
previously accomplished with great accuracy by 
aerial infra-red photography — has been evaded so 
that new figures won’t come in time to reveal the 
harzard of allowing this year s kill to take place. 

The cruelty of the hunt outraged millions when 
protectionists first began calling attention to the 
brutal marauding against the 2-week-old seals on 
the northern ice packs by large commercial 
operations and parties of landsmen.

With the storm season rapidly 
approaching, he not only spoke on the subject but passed out literature 
on the do’s and don’t’s involved with twisters. 

We are sharing that information with our readers in the hopes they 
will clip it and refer to it prior to any tornado watches or warnings. 

Remember — when a tornado threatens, your immediate action can 
save your life! Stay away from windows, doors and outside walls. 
Protect your head. 

• In homes and small buildings, get to the basement or 
to an Interior part on the lowest level — closets, 
bathrooms or interior halls. Get under something sturdy. 

I In schools, nursing homes, hospitals, factories and 
shopping centers, go to pre-designated shelter areas. 
Interior hallways on the lowest floor are usually best. 

I In high-rise buildings, go to interior small rooms or 
hallways. 

• In mobile homes or vehicles, leave them and go to a 
substantial structure. If there is no shelter nearby, lie flat 
in the nearest ditch, ravine or culvert with your hands 
shielding your head. 

TORNADO WATCH means: Tornadoes and severe thunderstorms are 
possible. 

TORNADO WARNING means: Tornado detected; take shelter 
immediately. 

Remember that tornadoes often accompany severe thunderstorms 
and are only one of many thunderstorm hazards. Others include: 
lightning which kills and injures hundreds and starts fires: winds which 
can gust to high velocities and cause great damage: rain and heavy 
downpours which may result in flash floods and hail which is not a killer 
but can be very damaging.

a pet houseplant 


Grow ivy. 

Versatility could be 
the middle name of 
English ivy (Hedera 
helix). This twining 
plant comes in a variety 
of leaf sizes and colors 
and can be used in many 
ways — in hanging 
baskets and terrariums, 
as ground covers in 
mixed planting and as 
climbing specimen 
plants. 

A sunny kitchen or 
bathroom window 
usually provides the 
best combination of 
growing conditions, 


suggest Michigan State 
University horticul- 
turists. Bright 
light or full sun and 
high humidity are ideal. 
The all-green forms of 
English ivy easily can 
be maintained at lower 
light levels, but 
variegated forms need 
more light. 

Pot English ivy in a 
standard houseplant 
potting soil and keep it 
moderately moist at all 
times. If the soil dries 
out, growing tips will 
turn brown. Fertilize 


three or four times a 
year with a commercial 
houseplant fertilizer. 

Watch for spider 
mites and scale insects, 
especially if 
temperatures are much 
higher than 60-65 
degrees during the day 
and 45-50 degrees at 
night. Insect problems 
tend to be worse at 
higher temperatures, 
the experts advise. 

Propagation is easy 
— cuttings will root and 
grow very nicely in 
water.

and west sides of the building. The 
food preparation alcove, entirely 
visible to diners, is equally shiny and 
clean. 

Local patrons have long availed 
themselves of the good food and 
rapid service afforded by Flag’s. A 
staff of 40, under the management of 
Phil Brigandi, takes turns during the 
‘round-the-clock operation. 

Assistant manager David Wilson 
and waitress Jane Light are two 
Belleville residents who’ve chalked 
up a bit of longevity with the 
company — David with seven years 
and Jane with 13. We hear from 
satisfied customers that Jane should 
be billed as the company’s good will 
ambassador. 

After Phil explained that all soups 
as well as chili were homemade 
“from scratch”, I couldn’t resist 
sampling mushroom barley which 
came steaming in a large bowl. The 
beef-based broth, rich with 
mushroom pieces, chunks of carrot 
and a fine-grain barley, was 
delicious. 

Debi, pretty, pleasant and 
capable, took care of the three of us 
serving mugs of coffee and a pot of 
tea immediately; later bringing 
cottage cbeese and tossed salads. 
The bowls of crisp lettuce included 
Swiss cheese, radishes and tomato 
topped with a slice of artichoke 
heart and wedge of lemon. The 
roquefort dressing was delicate and 
not ladled on too heavily. 

Marinated beef kabobs, which I 
ordered medium, were skewers 
loaded with cubes of sirloin 
colorfully alternated with cherry 
tomatoes, pieces of green pepper 
and portions of onion. Bert enjoyed a 
fluffy mushroom omelette and 
hashed browns with a golden crisp 
crust while Carol put away the 7- 
ounce sirloin. All were very tasty, all 
served HOT. 

What’s nice for those who prefer 
something other than potato with 
their dinner is the list of goodies you 
can substitute. How’s this group — 
soup, juices, fruit cup, cottage 
cheese, German potato salad, cup of 
chili or sundaes? 

Much to our chagrin we were “to 
capacity” when asked about 
dessert. There we sat eyeing the 
beautiful homemade tarts mounded 
with plump strawberries and the 
equally handsome (and homemade) 
banana cream pie and we were TOO 
FULL! Sob! 

One of the highlights at Flag’s 
(and this one’s a real rarity 
anymore) is freshly-squeezed 
orange juice. M-m-m! And the best 
link sausage around ( five of ‘em on a 
skewer) can be found at Flag’s. 

Breakfasts are super. We know

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DSO's '77-78 season full of promises 

Anatal Dorati debuts as director 


When the Detroit Symphony 
Orchestra (DSO) performs at the 
first subscription concert of the 1977- 
78 season in Ford Auditorium on 
Sept. 22, the orchestra will open the 
doors on what promises to be the 
most exciting era in its history 

The season will witness the debut 
of Antal Dorati as the orchestra’s 
music director. 

Detroit Symphony Executive 
Director Marshall W Turkin has 
announced the new season, which is 
comprised of 15 major series in 25 
subscription weeks that run through 
May 6, 1978, plus a 2- week Beethoven 
Festival in the fall of 1977. 

Antal Dorati, who was named DSO 
Music Director last November, 
makes his first appearances in that 
role at the orchestra’s first annual 2- 
week festival, scheduled to take 
place during the regular 
subscription concert season at Ford 
Auditorium A concept introduced 
by Maestro Dorati, this year’s 
festival event will be a tribute to 
Beethoven, featuring seven 
performances between Nov. 2 and 
13. Along with four all-Beethoven 
concerts, Dorati will conduct six 


weeks of subscription concerts as 
well as special concerts to be 
announced at a later date 

The list of illustrious conductors in 
return engagements includes 
Andrew Davis, music director of the 
Toronto Symphony; Eduardo Mata, 
music director of the Phoenix and 
Dallas symphony orchestras; 
Werner Torkanowsky, music 
director of the New Orleans 
Philharmonic; and Germany’s 
Klaus Tennstedt. Former DSO 
music director Sixten Ehriing, who 
currently is head of the Juilliard 
School’s conducting department and 
an active Metropolitan Opera 
conductor, will return for two weeks 
during the 1977-78 season. 

Making debut conducting 
appearances w ith the Orchestra will 
be Israel’s Moshe Atzmon, music 
director in Basle; Gary Bertini, 
founder and former music director 
of the Israel Chamber Orchestra; 
Zdenek Macal, general music 
director, Cologne Radio Symphony 
Orchestra; and one of France’s most 
respected conductors, Georges 
Pretre. 

Conducting Detroit Symphony 
Chamber Orchestra concerts will be 


Szymon Goldberg, music director of 
the Netherlands Chamber 
Orchestra; Neville Marriner, 
conductor of the Academy of St. 
Martin-in-the-Fields in London; and 
Raymond Leppard, well known for 
his recordings with the English 
Chamber Orchestra, who will be 
making his DSO debut appearance. 

Current DSO Conductor-in- 
Residence Paul Freeman also 
appears on next season’s regular 
subscription concert schedule, as 
well as assistant conductor Philip 
Greenberg and principal Pops 
conductor Richard Hayman, who 
will handle Young People’s and 
Weekender Pops conducting 
assignments respectively 

Among the world’s greatest 
concert artists who will perform 
with the Detroit Symphony during 
the 1977 subscription season will be 
pianist Martha Argerich and flutist 
Jean Pierre Rampal, both of whom 
will be making DSO debuts. 

Returning instrumentalists will 
include pianists Bryon Janis, 
Horacio Gutierrez, James Tocco, 
Alicia Delarrocha, Bruno Leonardo 


Gelber, Gary Graffman, Eugene 
Istomin, Alexis Weissenberg, Ilse 
von Alpenheun, Sir Clifford Curzon 
and John Browning. 

The violinists that will appear with 
the symphony will be Pinchas 
Zukerman. Itzhak Perlman, Isaac 
Stern and Henryk Szeryng. 

Other instrumentalists slated to 
appear during the 1977-78 season will 
be Ervin Monroe, orchestra 
principle flutist; Robert Williams, 
orchestra principle bassoonist; Italo 


Babini, orchestra principle cellist, 
Janos Starker, cellist; Donald 
Baker, orchestra principle oboist, 
and Elyze Ilku, orchestra co- 
principle harpist.

Residents in the Detroit 
metropolitan area will be “blitzed” 
Friday and Saturday, but it won’t be 
the start of a war... rather the start 
of a state-wide campaign to call 
attention to the need for kidney 
donors. 

The kidney donor blitz days are 
being coordinated by the Kidney 
Foundation of Michigan, a United 
Foundation-United Way agency, and 
will provide residents with an 
opportunity to obtain organ donor 


information during March, National 
KiAiey Month. 

Co-sponsored in the tri-county 
area by the United Foundation and 
the Kidney Foundation, kidney 
donor cards will be available both 
days at all Meyer Thrifty Acres 
pharmacy counters and 
Cunningham’s, Perry and Arnold 
drugstores. 

On Saturday, the focus will be on 
shopping malls, with members of 
local Kidney Foundation chapters 


staffing booths at Oakland, 
Southland, Westland and Harvard 
Row (12 Mile and Lasher) shopping 
centers. Donor cards will be 
available at the booths, and 
shoppers will be able to pick up 
donor materials and speak to local 
transplant patients. 

An estimated 400 to 500 patients 
suffer kidney failure each year in 
Michigan These people have two 
options open to them.

League backs breastfeeding 
despite PBB contamination 


The La Leche League, an 
organization that promotes the 
breastfeeding of infants, remains 
convinced of the benefits of 
breastfeeding despite the PBB 
contaminate scare. 

After “exhaustive research” on 
the subject, by medical and 
scientific experts, “it was the 
general consensus that on the basis 
of current information, there is no 
reason to discourage the practice of 
breastfeeding for the general 
population in Michigan”, the La 
Leche League said. Local La Leche 
promoter is Sherry 1 Rydinsky of 
Belleville, who belongs to the area 
chapter. 

According to her information, the 
league believes the benefits of 
breast feeding to outweigh the 
“inconclusive” PBB results. 

PBB, a chemical compound used 
as a fire retardant, was accidentally 
mixed with feed of cattle in 
Michigan in 1973. Meat and dairy 


products, therefore, contained 
traces of the chemical and not until 
1974 did the FDA discover it and 
prohibit selling of food with PBB 
levels above a certain point. 

According to the La Leche League 
data, Michigan poultry, eggs, milk 
fat, cheese and butter no longer have 
detectable amounts of PBB. Meat 
occasionally is found to have 
measurable amounts, particularly 
hamburger because of the fat 
content. The chemical is stored in 
fat cells. 

The league recommends, 
therefore, that if one wants to be 
extra careful while breastfeeding, 
she should avoid pre-ground beef 
and grind her own meat that is lean. 

In addition, she should eat an 
adequate, nutritious diet, avoiding 
crash diets, so that her body will not 
use up the fat cells that contain the 
chemical in her own body. 

The league lists several benefits of 


breastfeeding, including an 
increased disease immunity in the 
infant, freedom from exposure to 
allergies that may be in cows’ milk 
and aid in preventing infections. The 
breast milk is “nutritionally perfect 
for the human infant, the league 
added. 

“What all the concern over PBB 
really comes down to is depriving an 
infant of the proven benefits of 
breastfeeding in exchange for about 
six months worth of freedom from 
the unproven hazards of small 
amounts of PBB. During those 
months, the infant is exposed to the 
dietary inadequacies and risks to 
health associated with formulas,” 
the league literature stated. 

There are nearly 3,000 La Leche 
League groups in 42 countries 
throughout the world. It is a 
nonsectarian, nonprofit organization 
dedicated to “good mothering 
through breastfeeding.” 


White House conference 
like Continental Congress

The 1977 White House Conference 
on Handicapped Individuals is in 
many ways similar to the 
Continental Congress of 1774. The 
goal of both the Congress and the 
conference is freedom. The 
difference is that the freedom which 
the Continental Congress wrought 
for most Americans has not 
extended to physically and mentally 
handicapped people. The White 
House conference is out to change 
that. 

The delegates to the White House 
conference, which will be held May 
23-27 at the Sheraton Park Hotel in 
Washington, D.C., will be 50 percent 
handicapped, 25 percent parents or 
guardians of disabled people, and 
the remaining 25 percent 
representing consumer and provider 
organizations, business or labor, and 
professionals. 

Pre-Conference activities have 
included meetings and workshops in 
all 50 states. Anyone who has 
attended a pre-conference gathering 
is acutely aware of the broad range 
of problems confronting 
handicapped people in America 
today. It is equally clear 
thathandicapped people themselves 
have diverse viewpoints on what 
should be done. 

As a handicapped person with my 
own lroblems and interests, I found 
myself frustrated at pre-conference 
meetings when no one seemed to 
agree on the proper course of action. 
On the other hand, I recognized that 
this is what democracy is all about— 
people with different problems and 
viewpoints working for a common 
solution. 

Like our colonial forefathers, we 


who are handicapped today feel that 
we have just grievances. The White 
House conference may not be as 
dramatic as all-night vigils staged 
by people in wheelchairs, but it 
promises to have greater impact on 
the welfare of handicapped people. 
If delegates to the conference have 
rigid and uncompromising 
viewpoints, we stand to gain nothing 
and may lose the first real 
opportunity to enrich the lives of 
handicapped people of future 
generations. 

As we study ourU. S. Constitution 
and reflect on the ideals behind it, 
we may be inclined to overestimate 
the people who wrote it. If we had 
tape recordings of the Continental 
Congress, we would no doubt hear 
some selfish and shortsighted ideas. 

And it is safe to say that the 
records and transcripts of the White 
House conference will reveal many 
such remarks and sentiments. But in 
some miraculous way, the 
Continental Congress was able to 
establish a new nation and to 
guarantee the individual’s 
citizenship which entitled him to a 
greater degree of human dignity 
than the world had ever known. 

The White House conference will 
not attempt to establish a new 
nation; its task will be to insure that 
all of the rights and responsibilities 
which the Continental Congress 
established for individual 
citizenship are secured for disabled 
Americans. 

Those of us who may doubt our 
adequacies in securing these rights 
should remember that the 
Continental Congress was composed 
of people from all walks of life and 
all intellectual levels. They had in 


common a belief . that they were 
created free men with the ability to 
control their own destinies. We hold 
these beliefs despite whatever 
impairments we have, and we are 
determined that society’s ignorance 
and unconcern should not exclude us 
from basic human freedom. 

The White House conference will 
seek an end to the discrimination 
against handicapped people and try 
to change the mainstream of 
American thinking. If it succeeds, it 
will further the ideals and 
philosophies of the first Continental 
Congress as it relates to dasabled 
people. If successful, it will truly be 
the Continental Congress of 1977. 


machine treatment) or a kidney 
transplant Close to 400 Michigan 
residents now are living productive 
lives after successful kidney 
transplant surgery. 

Many patients do well on dialysis 
and choose it as their permanent 
treatment. For others, 
transplantation is the treatment of 
choice. Close to 900 Michigan 
residents currently are on dialysis, 
and some 400 others are living 
productive lives after kidney 
transplant surgery. 

Kidneys used in transplants come 
from two main sources, a living 
blood relative (brother, sister, 
father, mother, offspring), or from a 
person who has died — a cadaver 
kidney. Kidney transplantion is no 
longer considered experimental. It 
has become an accepted medical 
procedure. 

In 1975, 138 cadaver kidneys were 
transplanted in Michigan, while 35 
kidneys were transplanted from 
related donors. In 1976, 112 cadaver 
kidneys were transplanted. 

The Kidney Foundation’s “sister” 
agency — the Transplantation 
Society of Michigan (TSM) — 
currently lists close to 100 people 
waiting for cadver kidneys. This 
long waiting list is necessary 
because not enough kidneys are 
being donated 

A shared goal of the Kidney 
Foundation and TSM is to build a 
continuously expanding “pool” of 
potential cadaver donors so that this 
waiting list ultimately can be 
minimized. 

To facilitate this, the Kidney 
Foundation is continuously involved 
in a state-wide educational effort to 
inform the public about organ 
donation and the Uniform Organ 
Donor Card. When signed and 
witnessed by twopeople, this wallet- 
sized card becomes 9 legal 
document enabling its carrier to will 
his or her kidneys or other organs 
for transplant purposes. 

Currently, there are 11 hospitals 
in the state that perform kidney 
transplants. They are Beaumont 
Hospital in Royal Oak; Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan, Henry Ford 
Hospital, Hutzel Hospital and Mt. 
Carmel Mercy Hospital and Medical 
Center, all in Detroit; Hurley 
Hospital m Flint; E.W. Sparrow 
Hospital in Lansing; St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Grand Rapids; Borgess 
Hospital, Michigan Nephrology 
Center, in Kalamazoo; University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor and 
Veterans Administration Hospital in 
Ann Arbor. 

A chance of finding an excellent 
tissue match between unrelated 
persons is about 1 in 1 ,000, so a large 
pool of donors is necessary to find 
the ideal match for each patient. 
Each year many thousands of 
patients could be helped if more

A resident of Westland, Dr Phelps is a retired Wayne State University 
history professor with a doctor of philosophy degree, and w’hen he speaks 
one can visualize him standing before his class, pointer in hand, extoling 
the values of Aristotle. His concern for the senior members of our society 
is unmistakable, and his knowledge of history would inspire the best of 
students. One can’t help but wonder why brilliant men must retire, for at 
the age of retirement Dr. Phelps still must have been a leading man in 
his field.

Auto maker donates trailers 

Cadillac aids Wayne 
athletic programs 


The young athletes at Wayne Memorial High 
School received an important boost today from the 
Cadillac Motor Car Division of General Motors. 

The automaker donated two highway trailers, one 
35 feet long and one 40 feet, to the school s athletic 
department for use in sthe storage of outdoor sports 
material. 

As with most high school athletic programs, there 
was no money at Wayne Memorial High School to 
purchase storage facilities for the blocking sleds, 
tackling dummies, hurdles, high jump pits or 
baseball material needed to conduct competitive 
athletics. 

Noting that Cadillac has been actively involved in 
an educational donation program for several years, 
school officials approached the Detroit car builder 
on the possibility of securing one of its large 
transportation trailers for storage ofoutdoor sports 
items. 

The request was a new challenge for Cadillac. 

Past donations of partially damaged automobiles, 


new and used engines and automotive components 
to schools throughout the country have been made 
to instructors for use with students in the technical 
study of automotive mechanics. 

These donations have totaled nearly $450,000 since 
1973 Realizing the importance of athletics to the 
total school curriculum, officials at Cadillac quickly 
undertook a survey of their trailer fleet, trying to 
find an available unit to fill this request. 

Once the division began a program to replace 
some of tis highway trailers with newer units, two of 
those going out of service were earmarked for the 
students at Wayne Memorial High School. The 
trailers, which once carried various automotive 
components from other midwest cities to Detroit for 
use in Cadillac automobiles, arrived at the school 
this morning. 

Cadillac trailers T-74 and T-75 would have been 
sold at a nominal value. Cadillac and Wayne 
Memorial High School officials agree they’re worth 
much more than that to the school’s athletes.

IRISH 
BEEF STEW 

3 pounds boneless lamb 
shoulder, cut into lVfc inch 
cubes (beef can be substitut- 
ed for lamb) 

V 2 cup chopped onion 
1 cup diced potato 
\V 2 cups sliced carrots 

1 cup cubed white tumpis 

2 cups sliced onion or 12 to 15 
small boilng onions 

3 cups sliced potato 
Salt and pepper 

Vz cup chopped parsley 


Irish Stew is a “natural for March 17. The meat is 
not browned, and the stew is therefore quicker to 
assemble than most. Some recipes add only 
potatoes and sliced onions to the meat, but looks 
and flavor are enhanced by the addition of 
carrots and turnips and a bit of greenery. For 6 to 
8 servings: 

Put the lamb, chopped onion and diced potato 
into a stew pot and pour on boiling water to cover 
them. Cover the pot and simmer for 1 hour. With a 
fork mash up the diced potato to thicken the 
gravy and then add the other vegetables except 
the parsley. Season with salt and pepper, cover 
and simmer 30 to 45 minutes, or until everything 
is tender. Served sprinkled with the chopped 
parsley. 
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
